TOWN OF SUNAPEE 


As the Town of Sunapee begins its 201st 
year your Selectmen feel that it is right and 
proper to give the voter and taxpayers of the 
town a report of the present status as to the fi- 
nancial and physical condition of the town 
which is given in detail in the proceeding pages 
of this town report. 


Certainly one of the most important events, 
which was voted favorably in the 1967 Town 
Meeting and which was completed in the late 
fall of 1968, was the 100% tax appraisal equal- 
ization program. Although this appraisal, in the 
eyes of your Selectmen, is not 100% perfect it 
has nevertheless been a step in the right direc- 
tion. It has certainly opened everyone’s eyes to 
the fact that we are practically sitting on a pot 
of gold the way land values have skyrocked in 
the last few years. In view of the fact that your 
Selectmen have been bombarded with ques- 
tions and criticisms from a great many taxpay- 
ers on their assessments we wish to make this 
point absolutely clear. By vote of the Town 
Meeting March 14, 1967 the town voted $17,- 
500 authorizing the Selectmen to have this pro- 
gram done. Because of a technicality in the 
wording of the article which eliminated the 
State Tax team from doing this work we held 
a special Town Meeting which gave the Select- 
men authority to hire the State Tax Commission 


to do this work at what appeared to be, at that 
time, a considerable saving. 

When the tax bills for 1968 were mailed 
out each taxpayer received a notice which en- 
titled them to ask for a hearing, etc., if they 
were not satisfied with their new assessmen. 
Many taxpayers either in writing or by personal 
contact met with members of the team, who 
had done the appraisal work, and it was not 
until last the week of January of this year that 
the Selectmen received a notice from the State 
Tax Commission that the results of these hear- 
ings had been reviewed and that letters were 
being mailed out advising people of what ad- 
justment if any had been made. We do not 
know whether these adjustments will all be 
completed by Town Meeting Day 1969 or not. 
However, we do know and realize that the 
Selectmen of towns by virtue of state laws have 
authority to make abatements if they are satis- 
fied that a piece of property and/or buildings 
has been assessed above its true market value. 
Your present board of Selectmen have unani- 
mously agreed and decided that we will not 
make any abatements until reports as to the 
results of the above mentioned hearings have 
been received by us from the State Tax Com- 
mission. 

In the opening paragraph pertaining to 
this appraisal your Selectmen stated that it was 
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not 100% perfect and by this statement we 
mean to convey that in our judgment there are 
many properties that are under assessed as 
well as many that are over assessed and that 
this no doubt will be discussed at the town 
meeting. 

Briefly we would like to report that addi- 
tional Federal Funds have been approved for 
both (1) the construction plans for the extension 
of our present water system and new reservior 
and (2) for a new sewage system and treatment 
plant. These final plans will probably be com- 
pleted in the fall of 1969 and work could pos- 
sibly start in 1970 on the actual construction of 
these two major projects. 


We are happy to report that the following 
buildings of the town were painted (1) the In- 
formation Booth (2) Town Officers Building (3) 
new roof and the trim painted on the comfort 
station and band stand at the lake. Some of the 
town roads have been improved and others will 
be done in 1969. 

In November Interstate 89 was completed 
between Concord and Lebanon and the bridge 
on the Springfield road was enlarged to accom- 
modate more traffic which will be coming from 
this highway. We have been advised that dur- 
ing 1969 the Springfield road from Route 11 to 
Interstate 89 will be improved and widened as 
a State Betterment Project at no cost to the 
town. 

As everyone knows Sunapee celebrated 
its Bicentennial in August 1968. It was an event 
long to be remembered and to all those people 
who spent so many hours preparing this cele- 


bration and who made it such a success your 
Selectmen, on behalf of the town, extend our 
sincere congratulations and heartfelt thanks! 


In our 1968 we called to the land owners 
attention a paragraph concerning the junk yard 
law. We wish at this time to thank those who 
cooperated so fully in cleaning up an undesir- 
able situation and by the same token we want 
everyone to know that your Selectmen will 
make a survey in the spring of 1969 and to 
those who have not cooperated we intend to 
take legal steps, if necessary, to have this law 
complied with. 


A bill has been presented in this term of 
the state legislature to have Lake Sunapee class- 
ified as Class A water. In the Town Meeting of 
1968 we raised, in a sepcial article, $1000 for 
a detailed survey of the waters of Lake Sunapee 
bordering the town. In many instances this sur- 
vey showed seepage from septic tanks. We 
strongly urge those people who received those 
notices to comply and correct a bad situation 
and we also recommend raising the same 
amount of money in this year’s town warrant 
to continue this important work. 


In bringing this report to a close we want 
to thank all those officials, both elected and ap- 
pointed, who have helped your Selectmen dur- 
ing 1968 in carrying out our duties.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sunapee, New Hampshire in the county of Sullivan in said 
State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the The Sunapee School Gymnasium in said Sunapee 
on Tuesday. the 11th day of March, next at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges for the 
ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


ARTICLE 1. To elect (1) one Selectman for 3 years and a tax collector for three years and 
all other necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To hear reports of the Selectmen, Treasurer, Auditors and Committees 
and/or other officers heretofore chosen. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for Expenses of General Town Government: Town Officers Salaries $9500.00, Town

and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for the health and sanitation, including Nurse Association $4000.00, Vital Statistics 
$40.00, Health Officer $500.00, Newport Hospital and New London Hospital $1500.00, Care 
of Town Dump $4000.00, Special Survey of Lake Sunapee $1000.00, Collection of Garbage 
$2000.00 and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums 
of money for repair of Highways and Bridges; Town Maintenance Summer $36,000.00, Town 
Maintenance Winter $21,000.00 Machinery Maintenance $7000.00, Street Lighting $6500.00, 
Town Road Aid $959.15, General Expenses and Road Oil $16,000.00 and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $4000.00 for insurance 
fringe benefits for all full time employees and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $11,- 
000.00 for the purchase of a new chassis for the Fire Department and a used aerial ladder 
truck unit, to be financed over a four year period, not to exceed $11,000 and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8144.00 
for the maintenance of the Abbott Library and pass any vote relating thereto.

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will authorize its Selectmen to borrow Money in antici- 
pation of taxes for the year 1969-70, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums 
of money for Town Poor $1000.00, Soldiers’ Aid and Old Age Assistance $2000.00, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 
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ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vot to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money; for the Recreation Committee $5000.00, and $1200.00 for the operation of the Sun- 
apee Community Center and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and approprite the sum of $14,000.00 
for the Repairs and Maintenance of the Water Department and pass any vote relating there- 
to. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise $4000.00 to replace the present 4” 
water line with 6” on the Interstate Route 89 access road and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ‘appropriate the sum of $1000.00 
to acquire the necessary land for the new pipe line and road to the reservoir site, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $2000.00 for the Care of 
the Cemeteries, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $200.00 
for Civil Defense, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $3000.00 for a New Truck 
Note, $2000.00 for Bulldozer Note, $2500.00 for Town Garage Note, and $2000.00 for Fire 
Department Note and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $2200.00 for interest on 
Temporary Loans, and $2000.00 for interest on Long Term Notes and Bonds and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to appoint a com- 
mittee of three (3) members to study ways and means of setting up and financing the new 
proposed sewerage system for the Town of Sunapee and appropriate the sum of $500.00 to 
cover expenses in making this survey and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to require a building permit to cover remodel- 
ing and/or additions and any construction for a fee of $1.00 and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to assume the maintenance, repairs, and up- 
keep of the small branch road off the Fernwood Point Road and measures approximately 200 
yards in length, beginning at the fork opposite the property of Harold McEnnis and ending at 
the property of Mrs. Ralph Schumaker, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $1000.00 to pay the bal- 
ance owed to the Sunapee Region Archers, Inc., for land purchased from them for the treat- 
ment site for the new proposed sewerage plant, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 26. Part A — To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to apply to the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development for an increase of $9500.00 on Project No.

ENGINEERS REPORT 
SUNAPEE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


From December 1, 1967 to November 30, 1968 
your Fire Department answered a total of 24 alarms 
of which 22 were in the town of Sunapee. 

This past year we purchased a used Gamewell 
power supply unit and box recorder. This equip- 
ment has now been installed and is in operation. 
Portions of the telegraph box wire were removed 
and a new span of wire was installed on Main 
Street. We now have several house tappers (bells) 
on hand and intend to install them during the com- 
ing year. 

One of the major problems facing Volunteer Fire 
Departments is daytime coverage of fires. This prob- 
lem is universal, resulting from many volunteers 
working outside of the immediate area. The Engi- 
neers of the Department would be interested in re- 
ceiving applications for membership from men who 
would be readily available during the daytime. 

We have asked for a special Article in the War- 
rant relative to the purchase of a used aerial ladder 
and for a chassis for the Tanker Company. 

The Department wishes to thank Miss Gloria 
Quaw for the donation and installation of a flagpole 
and flag for the Station at Georges Mills.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
DISTRICT CHIEF 


People cause fires. Our records show that the 
number of fires increase in an area as the popula- 


tion increases and our state is growing tremen- 
dously. This means that we all must be aware of 
fire causes and do our best to prevent their occur- 
rence. 


_ When we are very young the lighted matches is 
an adventure, burnt fingers and a dropped match is 
another fire. A little older we like to have a wood- 
land cookout, or go out by ourselves for a smoke 
but fire and forests get together for another statistic. 
We adults like to clean up in the spring, burn the 
old debris and the dead grass, result — escaped 
fires and much personal expense. 


With new homes and summer cottages located in 
woodlands and with abandoned fields and forests 
crowding the. back yard of our villages’ streets, it is 
necessary that everyone be aware all through the 
fire season, which comes with the disappearance of 
the snow, of the need to be careful with outdoor 
fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 


1. To teach our children the danger of lighted 
matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material 
from a car or while walking through fields or 
woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the 
town dump. If you must burn — 

a. You need a written permit from the town 
fire warden for all debris burning except 
when the ground is covered with snow. 
Cooking fires in outdoor fireplaces or in 
charcoal brasiers in your own back yard 
is permitted on notification of the warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to 
allow burning of household rubbish or 
grass by householders between 9:00 A.M. 
and 5:00 P.M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to control the 
fire before you light the match. 

4. Promptly report any fire out of control to 
your fire warden or fire department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence 
column and save your tax dollars for useful pur- 
poses.

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REPORT FOR ABBOTT LIBRARY — 1968 

New library hours were instituted on April 1, 
1968; Monday and Wednesday from 1 to 8 P.M. 
and Friday from 1 to 4 P.M. The Library is now 
open 17 hours per week. 

The Library has been rearranged so that we now 
have a children’s room downstairs. A new chil- 
dren’s reading table has been added and because of 
an increase in the book budget many new children’s 
books have been purchased. Movies are shown in 
the meeting room every two weeks on Friday after- 
noons for children in grades 1-6 and for pre-school 
children. This program is furnished from October 
through April. Regular class visits are made to the 
Library by some of the grades and book collections 
are loaned on a regular basis to some grades. The 
reference section on the main floor is used by the 
High School students for study. 

A new double stack has been added on the main 
floor to accommodate the additional non-fiction 
and reference books that have been purchased. 

As a member of the Statewide Library Develop- 
ment System we have again received a grant of 
$100.00 in reference books and the librarian at- 
tended a 10-week course offered by the University 
of N.H. as an extension course at Keene Teachers 
College and sponsored by the State Library. We 
also received 25 books in large print from the State 
Library. 

The Friends of the Library held a kitchen shower 
for the-Library and many small items were received 
for use when meetings are held in the Library. The 
Friends sponsored an Art Festival which is an an- 
nual event and was held during the Bicentennial 
Celebration week. Members of the Friends group 
are also assisting with the film program in the 
Library. 

The Library was host on April 19, 1968 for a 
District Book Meeting and on June 18 and 19 for a 
Vermont, New Hampshire and Maine film preview 
meeting. Open house was held by the Board of 
Trustees on August 14, 1968 as part of the Sunapee 
Bicentennial Celebration. 

The Library featured a display for National 
Library Week centered on the report of the National 
Advisory Commission on Civil Disorders. 

I have attended bi-monthly Book Selection meet- 
ings held in various libraries and quarterly meetings 
of the District Advisory Council, also two reference 
workshop meetings and meetings of the N.H. Li- 


brary Association which I have attended with mem-’ 


bers of the Board of Trustees.

REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Sunapee: 
Enrollment 
The enrollment for the school year 1968-69 is 
354 divided as follows: 
Elementary -— Grades1-6 179 
Junior High — Grades 7-8 63 
Senior High — Grades 9-12 112 


Total enrollment over the last six school years 
may be of interest: 


1963-64 268.

Classroom Space 


Enrollment pressures at the elementary level 
where three grades now have 30 or more students, 
have reached the stage where more classroom space 
must be provided. 

The likelihood of continued growth in Sunapee 
must cause you to give serious attention to a long- 
range program of school expansion. The uncertainty 
of the speed of this growth makes it difficult to rec- 
ommend how soon and how much permanent 
schoolroom space should be provided. However, to 
meet our immediate needs, it is proposed to obtain 
one mobile classroom unit for next year. This type 
of unit can be purchased over a three year period. 
It will provide needed space next fall for an addition- 
al elementary section. Funds for the additional 
teacher for this section are included in the budget. 


Transportation 


At the 1968 School Meeting, the District voted 
to purchase school buses. (Two new and one used 
bus (spare) were obtained. This purchase was fi- 
nanced by the isuance of $10,000 in notes over a 
four-year period plus an additional $2,500 carried 
in the regular 1968-69 budget. The note payment, 
including interest, is included in the regular Trans- 
portation budget which is one of the few items that 
does not show an increase. This is quite significant 
in view of the increased charges that contract car- 
riers are obtaining throughout the State. 

Much credit for th successful set-up and operation 
of the school bus program is due Alston Downing, 
Agent of Transportation and Buildings in this Super- 
visory Union, and to Leon Rollins. Mr. Rollins be- 
came a full-time employee and has custodial duties 
in addition to driving one bus and having over-all 
charge of the bus operation. We have received ex- 


cellent cooperation from the Selectmen and the 
members of the Highway Department. 


Staff-Curriculum 


The addition of one high school staff member 
made it possible to increase the number of sections 
in English and reduce the practice of running sec- 
tions involving students in two grades. 

The employment of a Music Instructor on a four 
days per week basis has permitted an expansion of 
the vocal and instrumental program. 

Instruction in Conservational French has been ex- 
tended to the junior high grades. 


Teachers’ Salary Schedule 


The subject of teachers’ salaries and the teacher 
shortage has become.a cause for real concern in New 
Hampshire. The New Hampshire Education Associ- 
ation has issued a “sanctions alert” which could 
have serious consequences for New Hampshire 
schools if “sanctions” on a state-wide basis are im- 
posed. 


For several years a Salary Committee of the Sun- 
apee teachers has presented resquests to the School 
Board for their review and consideration in arriving 
at recommendations to go to the voters. This year 
the School Board voted the following changes in the 
Salary Schedule: 


1. Raise the base for the Bachelor’s Degree from 
$5,500 to $6,000. 


2. Add a Bachelor +30 credits Column with a 
starting index of 1.07% and 14 steps. 


3. Revise the schedule of extra-curricular pay- 
ments for an increase of $1,175. 


4. Increase the number of work days in the con- 
tract from 185 to 190. 


5. Provide $100 toward health insurance. 


6. Add two additional steps to the Master’s De- 
gree Column (covering 17 and 18 years of teaching 
experience). 


7. At Step 14 on the Salary Schedule (for teach- 
ers on the +30 or Master’s Columns with 13 or 
more years of experience) the contract year shall be 
220 work days—duties and dates to be mutually 
arranged with the administration. 


The attitude and professional spirit of the Suna- 
pee teachers has been excellent. At a time of teacher 
unrest in many communities in New Hampshire and 
the nation, their approach to Teacher-School Board 
relations is commendable.

be acted upon. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator for the 
ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensu- 
ing year. 3 

ARTICLE 3. To choose a Treasurer for the 
ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 4. To choose a member of the 


School Board for the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 5. To choose one or more Auditors 
and such Officers and Agents as the voters may 
judge.
